road fare. With the fair in Deoatar it 
wonld cost less to attend a week than it 
wonld two days in the nearest cities that 
are working for the prize.

A Comb Exploded in the Btaneh Oham- 
ber of Deputies. 


PABIS, December 10.—A bomb was 


(brown in the chamber of deputies 
yesterday afternoon, happily without 
'fatal results. The usual number of 
members present when no matter of 
great importance is to be considered, 
Were in their seats and the business of 
the house was proceeding sleepily- The 
galleries contained a number of vis- 
itors, including some ladies, who 
watched the proceedings with little in- 
terest la the gallery above the 
Ikenches occupied by the members of 
the right, were a number of strangers, 
none of whom had attracted any atten- 
tion when they entered the gallery 
and had seats assigned to them. 


In the course of the business of the 


house the election of M. Mierman 
game 'up for discussion. M. Mierman 
had been speaking from the tribune, 
and had just descended to resume his 
seat, when a man in the gallery above 
mentioned threw a bomb toward the 
floor of the house. The bomb must 
have had a time fuse attached to it, for 
as it passed the head of Prof Lemiere, 
deputy for Hazebruk, it exploded with 
a terrific report. A dense cloud of 
smoke and dust ascended, shutting out 
from view for a time those sitting in 
the body of the house. 


A Soana of Wild Gcmtuiion.

curred, there was the wildest excite- 
ment. The officers detailed to guard 
the chamber were the first to regain 
their senses. They at once shut the 
great doors leading to the chamber to 
prevent the escape of the bomb-throw- 
er. 


The people in the galleries, fearing 


{hat other bombs would be thrown, 
were in a state bordering on frenzy, 
and almost fell over each other in their 
wild but futile haste to get out of the 
building. One lady, who it was subse- 
quently learned was an American, had 
been hit on the forehead by a piece of 
the casing of the bomb, aud she fled 
with blood streaming over her face. 


On the floor of the house the excite- 


ment was fully as great as that in the 
galleries. Many members rushed for 
the exits, fearing every moment to 
hear another explosion. 


The Coolest Kan In the Chamber. 
M. Dupuy, the president of the cham- 


Tier, was apparently the coolest man in 
the chamber. Two ladies besides the 
American in the lower gallery were 
injured 
A man sitting beside the 


bomb-thrower was also wounded. The 
deputies wounded were Deputy Le- 
miere, Count Paul Henry Languinais 
and M Leffel 


Prof. Lemiere is a Catholic socialist. 


He was elected to represent the first 
di&trict of Hazebruk, and this, is his first 
term of service in the chamber of depu- 
ties. He is professor of rhetoric at the 
college of St. Francois d'Assise at 
Hazebruk. He is the author "Ireland 
in Australia" and "Cardml Manning— 
His Social Influence." He was born in 
1854, and upholds the 
theories ad- 


vanced by Count de Mun. 


Count Paul Henry Langumais, who 


is a union conservative, has been a 
member of the chamber since 1889. He 
sits for Morbihan. 


Al. Leffel is a republican. He was 


born in 1889, is an ex-lieutenant of the 
navy and sits for Chinon 
Hectical Assistance Summoned for tho 
Wounded. 


The excitement among the members, 


wild, though it was, did not last lonpr. 
The wounded were taken to commit- | 
tee rooms and medical assistance was 
hastily summoned to attend them. 
While thjs was being done some of the 
reporters picked from the floor or the 
house bits of metal and a number of 
horseshoe nails that had evidently fur- 
nished part of the contents of the 
bomb. 


Thought It was a. Revolver. 


Opposite the gallery from which the 


bomb was thrown is the gallery de- 
voted to the use of the foreign press 
representatives. A number of those 
who were in the gallery said they first 
thought when they heard the explo- 
sion that some one had discharged a 
revolver on the floor of the chamber 
The report was so loud and the flash 
of lig-ht so "brilliant, however, that 
they were quickly convinced of their 
mistake. The dust raised by the ex- 
plosion was so thick that the clothing 
of everybody in the chamber presented 
an ashy appearance 


BuBlneBB Resumed. 


As soon as the smoke and dust had 


cleared away the members resumed 
their scats and business proceeded M 


visitors gathered in the lobbies and ex- 
citedly discussed the outrage. It was 
impossible for them to le*ave the build- 
ing1 as owing1 to orders from the police 
nobody was allowed egress nntil 0:30 
o'clock and even then they were not 
permitted to leave until they gave 
satisfactory proof of their identity. 


When M. Dupuy. president of the 


chamber, descended from the chamber 
and crossed the Le Paix he was given 
an ovation. 


The representative of the United 


Press interviewed M. Montford, whose 
action ia continuing1 the discussion as 
soon as the smoke cleared away, was 
the subject of general admiration and 
congratulation. He said in acting aa 
he did he had done his duty in show* 
ing the world that the brave French 
nation cannot be intimidated by the 
scoundrels who are committing1 such 
dastardly crimes. 


Society Can and Will befond It»U. 
One report has it that fifteen or 


twenty-five persons were wounded. 


In his speech in the chamber after tha 


explosion yesterday afternoon Premier 
Cassimir-Perrier closed with the words: 
"Society has laws with which to de- 
fend itself against such crimes as the 
one just committed, and we shall not 
hesitate to use them to protect our in* 
sti tut ions." 


When the chamber rose at 5 o'clock 


this official report of the explosion and 
what followed was found posted in 
the lobby 
"The moment Deputy Mir- 


man descended from 
the speaker's 


tribune, 
the 
explosion 
occurred. 


Trembling with emotion the president 
of the chamber said: 'Such outrages 
cannot disturb the chamber. We shall

The AnarohiBt Who Threw the Bomb. 
PABIS, Dec. 11 —Auguste Vallitmt, 


alias Marshall, a resident of the sub- 
urb Choisy le Roy, is the anarchist who 
threw the bomb in the chamber of dep- 
uties Saturday 
He made a confession 


yesterday morning 


All Saturday evening1 the officials of 


the prefecture of the police were veri- 
fying the statement and examining 
names of suspects. The first name to 
challenge their attention was that of 
Valliant. Several detectives remarked 
that this man had long been known as 
an anarchist of the extreme type, a 
ranter who has surpassed all his com- 
rades recently in the violence of his 
language. 
Upon searching1 the rec 


ords the officers found a full biography 
of Valliant, whose career justified all 
that the detectives had said of him. 


Visited by the Detectivet. 


Four detectives then went to the hotel 


Dieu and sought the bed on which 
Valliant lay suffering 
from many 


wounds. In reply to their quo at ions 
he said that his name was Marshal and 
that he lived in Choisy le Roi. When 
asked for more information he pleaded 
that the shattered condition of hia 
nerves incapttated him to talk coher- 
ently. He must sleep, he said, before 
talking more. When the detectives 
pressed htm, nevertheless, for answers, 
he grew angry, turned over in bed and 
retused to speak. The detectives, con- 
vinced that he was either principal or 
accomplice in the plot against the dep- 
uties, continued their efforts to draw 
him out. As the French police say, 
they ''salted" him. 
Acknowledged Hi« Identity and Ht» 


Deed. 


Nothing was learned, however, un- 


til well into the morning. At 9 o'clock 
the procurer of the republic andM. Le- 
pine, prefect of police, arrived at the 
Hotel Dieu 
After conferring with the 


detectives they wentto Valliant's bed* 
side. 
The procurer said positively. 


"You are not Marshall, you are Au- 
guste Valliant. 
Vallianfc started, he 


smiled a moment and then blurted out 
pettishly: "Sol am. Yes; I am Auguste 
Valliant, and I threwothe bomb, be* 
cause I have had enough of this blood- 
sucking bourgeoise society " 


Valliant Telia His Story. 


He then told his story with an ait 


of bravado. He attended the cham- 
ber, he said, for tho purpose of thiow 
the bomb at M. Dupuy, president, of 
the house. A woman who sat next 
him, seeing him prepare to throw the 
bomb, tried to seize liis arm. She 
failed in the attempt, but Spoiled hia 
aim 
The bomb struck the cornice of 


the public gallery and exploded. Val- 
liant's injuries were so severe that he 
fell to the floor. When the panic 
started in the chamber he tried, as did 
many others, to escape, but waa pre 
vented by the janitors. In concluding 
his confession Valliant said: "I am 
sorry I failed. I hope others who fol- 
low me will be more fortunate. Long 
live anarchy!" 


When questioned in detail regarding 


his accomplices he refused to speak. 
He admitted that he made the bomb 
himself. He took a small iron sauce 
pan, inserted in it a glass tube full o1 
picric acid, surrounded the tube with 
cotton wool a-iid prussiate of soda, the 
cotton wool being saturated with sul 
phurlc acid, and then filled up the 
saucepan with, nails and bits of iron 
He usually carried the bomb ia one 
of his pockets. 


Valliant further described articles 


which might be found in the apart 
ment last occupied by him in Paris 
This apartment was in the Ilote 
d'Union, No. 8. Eue la Guerre, wher< 
the prisoner was known as Marshall 
He tried to frighten the police by say 
ing they would do well to handle th

Anarchist 


demonstration in Trafalgar 
square

Put Upon the Defalcation from tbe Bank

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dee. 11.—The 


arrival in New York on. Saturday of 
detectives having in charge Philip M. 


iefft the defaulting cashier of the 


Bank of Minneapolis, and his compan- 
ion, Frank Floyd, has created mucH in- 
terest, and curiosity is excited as to 
what course will be taken in regard to 
Schieg, now that he is captured. It 
will be remembered that M. J. BofEer- 
ding, the cashier of the bank, suicided 
two days after Teller Schie^'s disap- 
pearance. His act has been consid- 
ered as curious if Schieg had only 
stolen $25,000, as Bofferding was worth 
$500,000 and was a young man. It was 
expected for this reason that the 
amount of money taken was much 
larger, and that Bofferding was in some 
way implicated. The latest story is 
that Schieg will claim that Bofferding 
was the principal in the taking of the 
money, and that the bank will shortly 
begin suit to recover from Bofferding's 
estate the bulk of the missing funds. 


This theory seems to be well sup- 


ported by the fact that the bank has 
been instrumental in securing Schieg'* 
capture, and not the Fidelity and Cas- 
ualty Co., which furnished his bond 
which is notoriously unrelenting in its 
treatment of defaulters.

ence of President Kirby in New York, 
and his expression of kindly feeling 
toward Schietf lends further color to 
this view of the case.

lonj? road to tariff revision. • An effort 
is also likely to be made to redeem an- 
other democratic platform pledge in 
the repeal of the federal election laws. 
The senate is to be the scene of an at- 
tempt in this direction and the leader 
in the effort will be Senator Hill, of 
New York. Mr.

senate judiciary committee 
In this 


he is certain to meet with considerable 
opposition from the republicans, who 
take the grounds that the senate bill 
was not regularly acted upon in the 
judiciary committee, all but one of the 
republican members being absent when 
it was ordered to be reported. There- 
fore, under Mr Hoar's lead, they will 
insist that the bill be referred to the 
committee on privileges and elections 
for mature consideration and report 
If their insistence on this point is pro- 
nounced, it is probable that the demo- 
cratic manag-ers will assent to the ref- 
erence. Then, calling the committee 
immediately together, they will en- 
deavor to reach the bill for action 
within the week. 


Senator Morrill, the venerable ex- 


chairman of the finance committee, 
will fire the first gun of the coming 
fight in the senate in the shape of a 
set speech on Wednesday, in which it 
is believed m his quaintly humorous
